S evern S w a n so n has brought the Dispatch a volume of 
Edgar Alien Poe’s works containing the story of “The Balloon 
Hoax,” as it was published in the New York Sun of April 13, 
1844. 
It just shows how closely fiction can parallel fact, for F’oe, 
in his hoax, credits his balloon with making the trip over the At­ 
lantic ocean in 75 hours, and that is the exact time retarded by 
the ZR-3, if you measure its flight from the European shore to 
when it first flew over American soil near Boston. 
Here is how Poe describes the fanciful achievement. 
“The 
great problem is at length solved! The air, as well as the earth 
and the ocean, has been subdued by science, and will become a 
Common and convenient highway for mankind. The Atlantic has 
been actually crossed in a balloon! and this without difficulty— 
without any great apparent danger—with thorough control of 
the machine—and in the inconceivably brief period of seventy-five 
hours from shore to shore.” 
Like the ZR-3, Poe’s imaginative balloon started its epoch- 
making flight; in a heavy fog. “We passed over innumerable ves­ 
sels,” writes Poe, a few of which were endeavoring to heat up, 
hut the most of them lying to. 
We occasioned the greatest ex­ 
citement on hoard all—an excitement greatly relished by our­ 
selves. 
Many of the vessels (ired signal guns.” 
“We suffered no little from the cold, and the dampness of 
the atmosphere was most unpleasant; hut the ample space of the 
car enabled us to lie down, and by means of cloaks and a few 
blankets we did sufficiently Well.” 
A gale was faced at one period, resembling the experience of 
the ZR-3. The balloon attained an elevation of 25,000 feet. Neither 
very intense cold, nor headache, nor difficulty of breathing was 
experienced. 
The ZR-3 had some trouble near the Azores, ripping a small 
section of its body w*hen making too rapid a descent. Poe recounts 
that his balloon had an experience too, that alarmed the crew. 
“Just before day, we were ill somewhat alarmed at some odd 
noises and concussions in the balloon, accompanied with the ap­ 
parent rapid subsidence of the whole machine. 
The phenomena 
were occasioned by the expansion of the gas, through increase of 
heat in the atmosphere, and the consequent disruption of the 
minute parti*des of ice wdth which the network had become en­ 
crusted during the night.” 
“Tuesday, the 0th. 
(Mr. Ainsworth’s MS.) 
One P. M. 
We 
are in full view of the low coast of South Carolina. 
The great 
problem is accomplished. We have crossed the Atlantic— fairly 
and easily crossed it in a balloon! 
God he praised! 
Who shall 
say that anything is impossible hereafter .” 
Poe’s hoax was “originally published, as matter of fact, in 
the New York Sun, a daily newspaper, and therein subserved the 
purpose of creating indigestible aliment for the quidnuncs during 
the few' hours intervening between a couple of the Charleston 
mails. 
The rush for tho ‘sole paper which had the news’ was 
something beyond even the prodigious; and in fact, if (as some 
assert) the “Victoria” balloon did not absolutely accomplish the 
voyage recorded, it will lie difficult to assign a reason why she 
should not have accomplished it.’

DREAM STORY 
FINDS HER DAD, 
GONE 45 YEARS 


S e v e r n SWANSON has brought tho Dispatch a volume o 
Edgar Alien Poe’s works containing the story of “The Balloon 
Hoax,” as it was published in the New York Sun of April 13 
1844. 
It just shows how closely fiction can parallel fact, for Poe 
in his hoax, credits his balloon with making the trip over tho At­ 
lantic ocean in 75 hours, and that is the exact time recorded by 
the ZR-3, if you measure its flight from the European shore to 
when it first, flew over American soil near Boston. 
Here is how Poe describes the fanciful achievement. 
“The 
great problem is at length solved! 
The air, as well as the earth 
and the ocean, has been subdued by science, and will become 
common and convenient highway for mankind. 
The Atlantic has 
been actually crossed in a balloon! and this without difficulty 
without any great apparent danger— with thorough control of 
the machine— and in the inconceivably brief period of seventy-five 
hours from shore to shore.” 
Like the ZR-3, Poe’s imaginative balloon started its epoch- 
making flight in a heavy fog. 
“We passed over innumerable ves­ 
sels,” writes Poe, a few of which were endeavoring to beat up, 
but the most of them lying to. 
We occasioned the greatest ex 
citement on board all— an excitement greatly relished by our­ 
selves. 
Many of the vessels fired signal guns.” 
“We suffered no little from the cold, and the dampness of 
the atmosphere was most unpleasant; hut the ample space of the 
car enabled us to lie down, and by means of cloaks and a few 
blankets we did sufficiently well.” 
A gale was faced at one period, resembling the experience of 
the ZR-3. The balloon attained an elevation of 25,000 feet. Neither 
very intense cold, nor headache, nor difficulty of breathing was 
experienced. 
The ZR-3 had some trouble near the Azores, ripping a small 
section of its body when making too rapid a descent. 
Poe recounts 
that his balloon had an experience too, that alarmed the crew. 
“Just before day, we were all .somewhat alarmed at some odd 
noises and concussions in the balloon, accompanied with the ap­ 
parent rapid subsidence of the whole machine. 
The phenomena 
were occasioned by the expansion of the gas, through increase of 
heat in the atmosphere, and the consequent disruption of the 
minute particles of ice with which the network had become en­ 
crusted during the night.” 
“Tuesday, the 9th. 
(Mr. Ainsworth’s MS.) 
One P. M. 
We 
are in full view of the low coast of South Carolina. 
The great 
problem is accomplished. 
We have crossed the Atlantic— fairly 
and easily crossed it in a balloon! 
Cod he praised! 
Who shall 
say that anything is impossible hereafter?" 
Poe’s hoax was “originally published, as matter of fact, in 
the New York Sun, a daily newspaper, and therein subserved the 
purpose of creating indigestible aliment for the quidnuncs during 
the few hours intervening between a couple of the Charleston 
mails. 
The rush for the ‘sole paper which had the news’ was 
something beyond even the prodigious; and in fact, if (as some 
assert) the “Victoria” balloon did not absolutely accomplish the 
voyage recorded, it will be difficult to assign a reason why she 
should not have accomplished it."

E xcavators U ncover R oyal 
R elic in B uried City. 


Advices 
received 
at 
Washington 
from the archeological expedition of 
the Carnegie Institute to Yucatan say 
that the excavators at work on the 
ruins of Chicken Itzn have penetrated 
to the throne of the king, perhaps the 
most magnificent spot within the col 
mons of the hurled chief city of the 
prehistoric Mayan empire. 
The throne Is a magnificent affair, 
thirteen feet wide, seven feet deep 
and three feet high. 
On the sloping 
Ides are carved elaborately costumed 
warriors, weaving in and out among 
which ore serpents, sacred to Kukul 
can, principal god of th** Itzn. 
The 
throne was painted In deep red, warm 
yellow, brilliant blue and green* 
The throne and 
council 
chamber 
were found in the northeast colonnade 
of the buried city. 
Th** excavators 
were guided In tlolr work 
by 
four 
sculptured columns, the rest of th#- 48 
which compose this colonnade being 
plain. 
The walls and plain columns 
were painted with frescoes In bright 
colors, now almost entirely destroyed 
The floors were of bani lime plaster, 
painted a rich red. Around the hack and 
side walls runs a clep, broad bench 
with sloping hack, wh«*re perhaps the 
Ifzan dignitaries, priests 
and 
cotin 
••Hors sat In solemn deliberation with 
the king sent<*d on his throne 
Another 
very 
Important 
discovery 
has been the outer wall of the colon 
node with Its sculptural decorations 
uninjured, In position at the south­ 
west corner. 
This shows the original 
height of the building to have been 
19M feet. 
Around th** top 
of 
the 
building then* had beedllff sculptured 
cornice. 
Below this there Were two 
great, grotesque 
human 
heads with 
square eye sockets, curling noses, filed 
teeth 
Ret 
In 
grinning 
mouths, 
and 
squnre earrings. 
These are ropfeseti 
tatlons of none less than Kukulenn 
himself. 
Below Is another cornice. 
LIT#* In Chicken Itzn, however, wna 
not entindy one of grotesque rever­ 
ence to Kuktdcnn. 
The Carnegie In 
sUtute excavators announce th** un 
covering of a hall court just north 
»»f th** throne location In which n gain* 
similar to the 
American 
basketball 
was played 
Th** game, which was 
Introduced by the Toltec-Astec con 
querors of the city, had for Its object 
the driving of a 
solid 
rubber 
hall 
through a ring fastened In th** side of 
the wall. 
The court just uncovered 
Is the third to he discovered In the 
New” Mayan empire. 
The game was known as "tlnchtll 
Th** hole through the ring being per­ 
pendicular to the wall, it was neeos 
sary to stand very dose to the wall 
and throw th** hall practically parallel 
to the axis of the wall. The hall would 
not he thrown directly with the hand, 
hut hud to he struck with the elbow. 
wrist or hip. 
’I’he players wore faith 
#*r [tads on tlu*se parts to make th*1 
rubber bull bound from them more

Th** winning shot was so difficult 
find so seldom made, that, according 
to another rule of tho gutne, the lucky 
player had forfeited to him all the 
clothing *tf the spectators.

Advices 
received 
at 
Washington 
from the archeological expedition of 
the Carnegie institute to Yucatan say 
that the excavators at work on the 
ruins of Chicken Itza have penetrated 
to the throne of the king, perhaps the 
most magnificent spot within the col­ 
umns of the buried chief city of the 
prehistoric Mayan empire. 
The throne is a magnificent affair, 
thirteen feet wide, seven feet deep 
and three feet high. 
On the sloping 
sides are carved elaborately costumed 
warriors, weaving in and out among 
which are serpents, sacred to Kukul- 
can, principal god of the Itza. 
The 
throne was painted In deep red, warm 
yellow, brilliant blue and greeiu 
The throne and 
council 
chamber 
were found In the northeast colonnade 
of tho buried city. 
The excavators 
were guided In their work by four 
sculptured columns, the rest of Die 4$ 
which compose tills colonnade being 
plain. 
The walls and plain columns 
were painted with frescoes in bright 
colors, now almost entirely destroyed. 
The floors were of hard lime plaster, 
painted a rich red. Around the hack and 
side walls runs a deep, broad bench 
with sloping hack, where perhaps the 
Itzan dignitaries, priests 
and 
coun­ 
cilors sat In solemn deliberation with 
the king seated on his throne. 
Another very important discovery 
has been the outer wall of the colon­ 
nade with Its sculptural decorations 
uninjured, In position at the south­ 
west corner. 
This shows the original 
height of the building to have been 
10% feet. 
Around the top of the 
building there had heeltap sculptured 
cornice. 
Below this there were two 
great, grotesque human heads with 
square eye sockets, curling noses, filed 
teeth set In grinning mouths, and 
square earrings. 
These are represen­ 
tations of none less than Kukulcan 
himself. 
Below is another cornice. 
Life In Chicken Itza, however, was 
not entirely one of grotesque rever­ 
ence to Kukulcan, 
The Carnegie In­ 
stitute excavators announce the un­ 
covering of a hall court Just north 
of the throne location in which a game 
similar to the 
American 
basketball 
was played. 
The game, which was 
Introduced by the Toltec-Aztec con­ 
querors of the city, had for its object 
the driving of a 
solid rubber ball 
through a ring fastened in the side of 
the wall. 
The court just uncovered 
is the third to be discovered in tile 
“New” Mayan empire. 
Tile game was known as “tlnchtll. 
The hole through the ring being per­ 
pendicular to the wall, It was neces­ 
sary to stand very close to the wall 
and throw the hall practically parallel 
to the axis of the wall. The ball would 
not be thrown directly with the hand. 
but had to he struck with the elbow, 
wrist or hip. 
The players wore leath­ 
er pads on these parts to make the 
rubber ball bound from them more 
easily. 
Tho winning shot was so difficult 
hn<l so seldom made, that, according 
to another rule of the game, the lucky 
player had forfeited to him all the 
clothing of the spectators. 
At the court of Montezuma, where 
the game first was witnessed by the 
Spaniards, high stakes were wagered 
on the game by the Aztec nobles- 
quills filled with gold (lust, estates, 
even 
liberty, the bettors becoming 
slaves If they lost. 
It Is notable that 
from the balls used in this game the 
Spaniards gained their first conception 
of rubber. 
The 
excavating 
work 
has 
been 
brought to an end for the year, due to 
the rainy season, which prevents any 
operations for the greater part of the 
time.
